Therefo2e ſaith Socrates, Reuenge is Socrar, 
not in any ſort to be vſed, nor is it iuſt to 
offend any, although hee had offered vs 
wrong : for the Lord is the auenger of al 
ſuch things, & eppreſſo in refugium, and 
defence for the oppreſſed: but we neuer 
remember it. 

Our heavenly father (when he will 
teach vs this moſt excellent vertue of 
mercy ) bꝛingeth in himſelfe as a King, 
to teach vs that it is a pꝛincely thing to 
foꝛgiue, foꝛ ſo ſaith Chriſt himſelfe, I wil Mat.

truſt, that is, we conuent ther D LORD 


vpon thy pꝛomiſe, to fozgine vs our tre⸗ 


ſpaſſes , becauſe wee haue foꝛgiuen our 
bzetheren thepꝛ offences. 

Now therfoꝛe, if the reward will not 
ſerue to ſtirre vs vp vnto this duty of 
mercy towards our pooze b2etheren? 
then the puniſhment muff, which neuer 
fapleth,viz, ſic faciat vobis; ſo he ſhal ds 
Vnto you, 4 

And if ſome, perhaps vnderftand it not, 
quando adductus erit, When hee ſhall bee 
bꝛought, hee ſhall vnderſtand, that hee 
hath not onely leſt his reward, but alſo 
incurred the puntſhmet, from the which 
the Lo2d and father ofall mercy,vouch- 
ſafe to delincr vs, fo2 his ſonne Iefus 
Chriſt his ſaks, our onely Sauiour and 
Redeemer. To whome with the holy
